These contentions beg the issue. Every great 
‘city in America maintains a detective bureau 
in connection with its police department, but 
complaint that its powers are misused is exceed- 
ingly rare. There is no doubt of the lawfulness 
of these establishments. They are provided for 


money that they use is publicly appropriated and 
publicly accounted for. There are auditors and 
comptrollers in every city who know the name 
of every detective. These men are not employed 
in private mousing expeditions. They are not 
“detailed” here and there without authority. There 
is no juggling of accounts for their benefit, there 
is no “mystery” about their responsibility—and 
they do not wear uniforms. 

The spy system at Washington is lawless to be- 
gin with, because no such institution as now e<- 
ists was ever provided for by Congress. It has 
grown—grown by deliberate usurpation, grown 
by misleading departmental’ bookkeeping, grown 
by palpable deception and fraud, grown by the 
trick with which it is now sought to cover its 
tracks, a cheeky assumption of mystery. 

No good reason exists for the maintenance of 
a force of this kind in this despotic fashion. If 
there ig need of a secret service its appointment, 
compensation and duties should be provided ‘tor 
by law. It should be responsible to Congress. 
It should not be in ths power of any man, Presi- 
dent or other, to use the bureau according to 
his prejudice or caprice. More than any other 
governmental function, this work should be un- 
de? the closest scrufiny of the people’s repre- 
sentatives. 

We have to deal with no greater dvtieen against 
free government than secrecy and mystery and 
usurpation. When we embrace these infamies 
}on the. preposterous plea that they are necessary 
to the detection of men guilty of lesser offenses 
we make a mistake that is dangerous and far- 
reaching. 





HAVING FUN WITH THE BRITISH. 

Americans have become so accustomed to Brit- 
ish participation in their celebrations that they 
now invariably invite the 
notable British defeats. Cleveland is to observe 
the centennial of Perry’s victory on Lake Erie 
and it has been informed that there will be an 
official representation from London and an- 
other from Canada. 

As turn about is fair play, it may be that the 
English will want to have a little celebration of 
j their own in this country presently. It will soon 
be 100 years since they came up the Potomac, 
chased the United States Government out of house 
and home and burned the White House and the 
Capitol) Would we join them in commemorating 
this great victory?

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SELF RULE FOR ST. LOUIS, 3 

There are some objections to the government 
of cities by commission, but the allegation so 
freely advanced in St. Louis that the plan would 
never do in a large city is not one of them. If: 
government by commission has anything to recom- 
mend it a great city would appear to be its most 
promising field. 

It is in the centers of. population where we 
find almost without exception the least civic 
pride. Voters who mean well are necessarily ig- 
norant of the qualifications of candidates for of- 
fice, and unscrupulous political and business in- 
terests take advantage of popular indifference tu 
promote their own ends: It has been truly said 
that American democracy has scored no complete 
failure except in municipal government. These 
failures have appeared in great cities and not in 
small towns. 

A city governed by a commission of three, five 
or seven men exercising under proper limitations 
all legislative and executive power would be 
well governed, no doubt, if the commissioners 
were wise, hqnest and just; but this is only an- 
other way of saying that a despot having all of 
these qualifications is the best of rulers. The 
trouble in that ¢ase, as in‘ the present one, would 
be to get the right men for office. 

Americans are not yet prepared to give up all 
hope of self rule in cities. The commission idea, 
except as it provides for an elective commission, 
savors of that idea, and an elective commission 
would necessarily have more power than most 
people would care to confer upon a small body so 
chosen. The concentration of power in a mayor 
and one elective council not too large with all 
other officers appointive and responsible to the 
mayor would preserve the American prineiple 
and at the same time make for energy and ef- 
ficiency. 
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DIAMONDS. 

The directors of the De Beers Mining Co. an- 
nounce that the production of diamonds is to be 
curtailed so.that the demand and the supply will 
be equal. They say that the resources of the 
mines are unlimited, but that they will be worked 
only enough to furnish solitaires for engagements, 
studs for the shirt bosoms of members of the St. 
Louis House of Delegates and other similar legis- 
lative bodies and occasional necklaces demanded 
by Pittsburg millionaires to get them into or out 
of entanglements with chorus girls. 

This is a case where the lessening of the sup- 
ply will tend to increase the demand. In the es- 
timation of many people the diamond is not a 
particularly pretty stone, even by artificial light, 
and by daylight it is merely a piece of glass. Its 
attractiveness lies in its price, and the higher the 
price the more desirable the gem becomes.’

Im- 
mediately following the big hit made by “Paid in 
Full,” managers came t@Nhim beseeching that he 
sign a contract for a new play. They offered him 
big royalties and imposing advance payments. 
And they bought whatever he had on hand. 

These successful men are now merely realizing 
on their own investments; that’s all, They in- 
vested their youth and their talents and their 
Berl lehte: tn the heserdoes spocsiation of writing 
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have “made good”—and “making good” is profita- 
ble alike in the at as in the qrmmmercial world.

VALUE OF CRITICISM. 

“Favorable critical reviews,” says the Balti- 
more Sun, “are about as nice a present as the 
theatrical Santa Claus could leave In any Thes- 
pian’s stocking.” This is anything but-a state-/ 
ment of fact. There are many times when un-} 
favorable critical reviews, truthfully pointing out 
defects in a player’s work, are of the most genu- 
ine value, if the player is disposed to profit by 
their teaching. An undeserved favorable review is 
about the most harmful “present” that one could 
give a player. It merely serves to confirm the 
player in his faults. 

Honest critical reviews, favorable or unfavora- 
ble, of actors or of anybody else, are the really 
valuable contributions. Their value is in exact 
proportion to their honesty, if they are compe- 
tently voiced. 
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RACIAL FEELING ON THE STAGE. 

In commenting upon the vivid dramatic work 
of the Sicilian Players, now creating a furore in 
New York City, a writer notes that they por- 
tray emotion most truthfully, because they “feel” 
it, and that Anglo-Saxon and Germanic artists fail 
in this essential because they cannot “feel” 
emotion. 

This would be important if true. As matters 
now stand, it is an astonishing statement. The 
Anglo-Saxon and Germanic races are human, and, 
being human, they are surely susceptible to hu- 
man emotion. Not even the most ardent cham- 
pion of Latin superiority in art may justly deny 
the truth of this simple statement. 

The controliing fact in the situation is that 
the Sicilian Players portray emotion along the 
unrepressed lines congenial to the Latin temper- 
ament, while the work of their Anglo-Saxon and 
Germanic fellows naturally reflects the reserve 
which is their racial inheritance. Each is true 
to its own original, and, therefore, each may be 
accepted as good art. —

The best ever claimed for squabs ig a gain of about 
one-quarter ounce daily at a cent an ounce. Buca- 
lypts beats this to a frazzle.

The eucalyptus is the tallest tree in the world. In 
Australia it attains a height of 400 feet.

It 
is a hardwood suitable for anything from fine mahog- 
any furniture,to police billies.

With a lead of 129 over wd Grim 
Reaper in the first report of the New 
Year, the Stork promises to maintain 
last year’s record which was by a 
long way the best he ever made in 


St. Louis. The Bird’s score for the 
seven days—two of them in the New 
Year—was 342. 

Erysipelas manifested this deadli- 
ness of a mild epidemic during the 
week and resulted fatally in five in- 
stances. More than 20 cases were re- 
ported. No such prevalence of the 
disease has been noted in St. Louis 
for a long time. 

Pneumonia and tuberculosis contin- 
ue to be, as they have been for sev- 
eral weeks, the largest individual 
factors in the mortality. The 19 
deaths charged to tuberculosis, and 
the 21 for which pneumonia was re- 
sponsible, constituted more than 18 
per cent of the total. 

The acute contageous diseases were 
once more conspicuous in the death- 
roll. Threefdeaths were caused by 
typhoid make. three by diphtheria, 
two by cerebro-spinal fever, one by 
scarlatina and one by measles, 

Four homicides and two accidental

There was no. suicide pact. nor did 
young Mrs. Wood have any idea that 
the boy intended to take her life and 
his own.— She had gone out to meet 
him and téll him ‘that his passion for 
her wag hopeless; that her suit for sep- 
aration against her husband would not 
break down the barrier of her possible 
marriage to him, and that she despaired 
of ever gaining absolute freedom from 
young Wood, with whom she had eloped 
in a moment of pique. 

Mrs. Wood was the elder of two 
beautiful daughters of Maximilian Or- 
lopp, a civil engineer, of 665 West 140th 
street. The Orlopps are Southerners, 
and came to New York from New Or- 
leans when Eligabeth was a child. The 
Korber boy “was a son of Dr. Charles 
Korber of 620 West 140th street. The 
back yards of the two houses join. 

Leved Girl Whéen a Boy. 

As children the two principals in the 
tragedy went to school together. The 
infatuation of the bey for the pretty, 
golden-haired child with the blue eyes 
and perfect features began when he 
should have been ahgorbed in the sports 
that appeal to boyh But he was 
a strangely sensitive nature and once 
his affections had become fixed upon 
his little friend. and neighbor they took 
complete possession of him. 

She was fond of him, too, but there 
were many little quarrels when he 
gloomily protested against her talking 
to other boys or dancing with them. 

The two families, though close neigh- 
bors for 15 years, had never been friend- 
ly. There was not é@ven a neighborly 
acquaintance betwen the Orlopps and 
Korbers, so that much that went on 
between the children at’ school and at 
church was unobserved. 

Married Rival in Haste. 

Four years ago the girl inet Edward 
Townsend Wood, a young man well con- 
nected and good-looking. He was several 
years older and the girl was flattered 
attentions. Young Korber 
objected to this and became mo- 
rose and threatening, and he said some- 
thing that piqued the girl into runniag 
away with Wood. They were married by 
Joseph I. Berry, then Coroner, and now 
Park Commissioner of the Bronx. 

The 16-year-old bride did‘ not really 
love Wood, as she soon discovered to 
ner sorrow. Nor was he & young man 
fitted for married life. He had a very 
small income, which he soon determined 
was only sufficient fcr his own needs. 
Not only, as is alleged in the separation 
suit brought by the wife, did he neg- 
lect his girl bride and fail to contribute 
to her support, but fell into bad. habits 
that made it impossible for her to live 
with him. She returned to her parents’ 
home, where a little boy was born to 
ber three years ago. During the period 
ut the marriage youns-Korber had never 
geen his former sweetheart. His mo- 
roseness increased. To his parents he 
said that his heart was broken and that 
he would never recover.

Then McKnight began to grow, finan- 
clally,’ politically and socially. He 
wanted to be Governor and did make 
the race for Mayor, but just as the 
election was at hand his bank was 
closed by the Comptroller. 

The Government showed that the en- 
tire capital and surplus of $400,000 had 
been wiped out and that McKnight was 
responsible. 

He was sentenced to six years and 
sent to the Penitentiary at Atlanta. 
Both President McKinley and President 
Roosevelt refused to pardon him. 


In prison the man’s brain was not idle: 


a minute and before his term expired 
he had made $850,000 in Wall street. 
When he was released he came to New 
York and began plunging in the mar- 
kets. Then came the panic, and all but 
a few thousand dollars of his capital 
was lost. 

The death of his youngest son at the 
Same time broke his spirit. After that 
he fell to heavy drinking and died in the 
direst poverty. 

One of his friends was John Flanagan,

days McKnight had been generous. to 
Flanagan and the waiter never forgot 
it.

é | WOULD KEEP BiG 
2 COLLEGES CLEAN 


Representatives tives of 50. Schools 
Hold Convention in New 
York, Discuss Games. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 2.—In furtherance 
of the movement for purity in college’ 
athletics, elimination of professionalism, 
an encouragement of high ideals among 
players and managers in intercollegiate 
sports, representatives of 50 colleges and 
university met here today for the third 
arnual convention of the Intercollegiate 
Athletic Association. 

While other sports were mentioned 
during the discussions of the session, 
which extended well into the evening, 
baseball, football and basket ball came 
in for-chief consideration. Stress was 
laid througheut upon the ethical neces- 
sity of strict control over cellege ath- 
letics. Capt. Palmer A. Pierce, U. 8.’ A., 
president of the association, in, his open- 
ing address, spoke of this necessity, in- 
sisting that the ethical basis of ‘athlet- 
is control should be worthy the édu- 
cational plane of the institutions which 
fostered intercollegiate sports. 

One Boy s 43 Offers, 

The evils’ of proselyting. were dwelt 
upon by several ‘speakers, . including 
President Pierce, who cited the case of 
one boy who received 43 letters of in- 
Aluucement from colleges. Faculty . or 
committee control» was advocated by 
others, among them Prof. C. A. Waldq 
of Purdue University, who alluded to 
the undermining influence exerted upon 
athletics by the passing of control te 
professional coaches or managers of 
teams or to bodies of alumnis ‘‘with 
sporting proclivities.’’ 


How to eliminate unfair play in sporta, 


Was another problem discussed, Prof. 
Charles W. Larned of West Point de- 
crying the practices of many coaches 
who instruct their charges on the “any. 
thing to win” basis. As a means of 


instilling ideas of fair “play into the 


rising generation he praised the idea 
and the work of the public school ath- 
letic league in New York City, which 
aimed first of all to teach its mem- 
bers the necessity of playing fair ag the 
Only right and manly thing te do. 
Many interesting points were brought 
out in the debate as to whether any 
student in good collegiate standing 
should be permitted to play in inter- 
collegiate baseball. The question in- 
vetved the eligibility of the playér of 
“summer baseball,” whose cause was 
advocated. by Prof. Judson P, Welch of 
Pennsylvania State Agricultural College.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., Jan. 2.—Reve- 
lations of most startling nature are 
promised when the January grand jury 
settles down to work of probing ex- 
tortion charges made against William 
Baxter, head of the Baxter Detective

Chief Corriston, who has been making 
personal investigation of charges of ex- 
tortion against Baxter and his two for- 
mer employes, is convinced that whole- 
sale business of extorting money from 
saloon men and others has been carried 
on for some time, and evidence which 
he has been able to get will be turned 
over to the grand jury. 

It has been reported that over a score 
of saloon men have tacitly admitted 
that they have been approached with 
demands for money in return for im- 
munity from arrest for alleged viola- 
tions of the law and a complete list of 
these saloon keepers will be turned over 
to the grand jury. J 

Charges of extortion made against 
three detectives have stirred saloon men 
of the city as a class as nothing else 
that has happened in Minneapolis for 
years has done. There is talk among 
the better class of ‘saloon men of rais- 
ing a fund and employing the best legal 
talent in the city for the purpose, of 
sifting the mattér to the bottom. — 

And saloon men are not the only class 
that is interested in seeing the alleged 
extortion business shown up propertly. 
Men who are connected with loca! 
gambling houses claim their golden op- 
portunity is at hand to show how they 
are being bled. Incidentally ‘gams”

it is reported on good authority that 
one woman who was caught in the 
meshes of the “Ames graft” of seven or 
eight years ago has been held up sys- 
tematically ever since by a certain pri- 
vate detective. The statute of limita- 
tions has now expired against the wom- 
an, but the charge of extortion will 
still lie against the detective,- and the 
whole facts of the case, which are now 
in the hands of the police, will be put 
up to the grand jury.

Has Year to Take Case to 
; Federal Supreme Court—. 
Standard Appeals. 


John D. Johnson, counsel for the 
Waters-Pierce Oj] Co., said last night to 
a Post-Dispatch reporter that the fact 
that no motion for a rehearing in the 
guit of Attorney-General\Hadley in which 
a $60,000 fine was imposed has been filed 
in the Supreme Court, does not indicate 
the company has abandoned the fight. 

The case can be taken up on a writ 
of error to the United States Supreme 
Court any time within a year from the 
date of the rendering of the decision, 
Mr. Johnson said.

The fine, accord- 
ing to the Court's 8 ruling, must be paid 
by March 1. < 
Motion ‘or Rehenring. 

The Standard company has filed a mo- 
tion for a rehearing which is, however, 
more in the nature of an appeal for a 
modification of the judgment recently 
rendered, which subjects it to a fine of 
$50,000 and unconditional ouster: 

It asks that the Court formulate cer- 
tain rules for the government of the 
oll] business, and that it be privileged 
long as it ylelds compliance to those 
to continue in Missouri territory so 
rules. 

It also declares that the Republic Oil 
Co. should be exempted from the fine 
as it has left the State. 

Attorney-General Hadley stated last 
night at Jefferson City that there would 
be no trouble in collecting this fine from 
the Republic Co. The removal from the 
State, he said, if it has ‘removed, does 
not prevent the collection of the judg- 
ment.. The property of its stockholders, 
he said, it being a corporation, is liable 
and there could be no doubt of the re- 
covery of the fine,

There have been many innovations in the bank- 
tng business in recent years but this bank i a 
railway depot will be the newest of them all. Only 
actual experience will tell wether it will be a 
paying institution. Its projectors think.it will and 
they are bankers of experience. They believe that 
enough travelers pass through the Union Station 
in St. Louis each. day to make the business of a 
bank there profitable. But they admit that in no 
other. railway station in:this country could a bank 
be made profitable; for the simple reason that no- 
where except in St. Louis is there a ‘station 
through which so many travelers pass. 

St. Louls ts unusual in having one depot in 
which center all the railroads entering the city. 
No other city of this size has such a depot. Bos- 
ton has a large Union Depot but there are sev- 
eral other depots within the city and some of the 
most important railroads entering Boston do not 
enter the great South Station at all. It is the 
same in New York and in Philadelphia. Many 
of New York’s depots are in New Jersey. 

A traveler coming to St. Louis to stop off 
here or to pass through ‘comes to the Union Sta- 
tion.

DIVERS CAN GO 


HE depth to which a diver can 
T descend would appear to be lim- 

s ited by 
standing the adverse influences act- 
ing upon him while carrying on his 
duties under water. Apparently a 
descent of 30 fathoms (180 feet) of 
water marks the limit of safety for 
even the few divérs who possess the 
necessary physical fitness in combina- 
tion with @ disregard for danger be- 
yond the average. 

Records in deep-sea diving have to 
be accepted with the proverbial grain 
of salt. We are told that a diver has 
reached 33 1-2 fathoms while engaged 
in salvage operations recently on the 
west coast of South America; and, 
yet again, another diver working on 
the same wreck is reported to have 
brought up three bars of copper from 
a depth of 40 fathoms, at the expense 
of his life. 

An expert who has superintended 
a large number of diving operations 
has found that very few men, what- 
ever their build, are capable of com- 
bating the severe strain which is 
brought to bear upon their physical 
energies for a few minutes at a depth 
of twenty or thirty fathoms. Many 
of his divers dared not venture below 
/ | 10 fathoms. Of 352 divers employed 

=| ‘| at greater depths 30 were seriously in- 
jured, and the ~esult was fatal in 10 
instances.

Ingenious Car-Cooling Device 


NTERESTING experiments for the 
pre-cooling of oranges in cars: 
which are to be sent to St. Louis 
and Eastern markets are being con- 
Gueted at a plant erected for that pur- 
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pose at Los Angeles, Cal. It con- 
sists of two 30-inch square insulated 
ducts leading from an ammonia coil 
room ¢apable of supplying from 16, 
to 20 tons of refrigeration in 24 hours. 

The cold air is forced in-either di- 
rection through the car and back to 
the coil room bya motor fan. During 
the experiments the air was varied 
from 20 degrees Fahrenheit when 
first entering the cars to higher tem- 
peratures. The air is forced through 
the cars at different velocities and 
in volume varying from 4500 to 6006 
cubic feet per minute.
